NEW YORK-—They're going to 
run a horse race at Churchill 
Downs in Louisville on Saturday. 
And a horse race it figures to be. 
It's the oldest continuously run 
race in America and they call it 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Will it be Phalanx or Fault- 
less? The two figure to be bat- 
tling it out at the finish. Fault- 
less is the type of colt that can 

lead from start to finish al- 
though he’s never been. over 
the gruelling grind of one mile 
and a quarter. Neither has Pha- 
lanx but the writer will take 
the latter on his stretch run- 
ning ability. 

Whether Phalanx can catch 
Faultless remains to be seen. 
That's what makes horse racing. 
Phalanx runs in the colors of 
millionaire C. V. (Sonny) Whit- 
ney, who had some great horses, 
notably Equipoise and Top Flight, 
but he never won the Derby.

The Michigan Senator stepped 
jout briskly recently with a state- 
| ment that he will. not support 
the shipment of war-ordered 
goods to Russia until the Soviets 
settle satisfactorily the $11,000,- 
000.000 bill hanging over them for 
lend-lease equipment they got dur- 
ing the fighting. 

This statement mollified some of 
Vandenberg’s Republican  col- 
leagues who had raised bitter ob- 
jections in the Senate to what 
they said was an “inconsistent” 
foreign policy of: (A) Attempt- 
ing to rush military and relief sup- 
plies to save Turkey and Greece 
from Communism while (B) at- 
tempting to ship the Russians 
equipment to make high octane 
| eaaaline for airplanes. 

; But it apparently left Vanden- 
berg in the embarrassing position 
of opposing a State department 
policy about which he was not con- 
sulted in the beginning but which 
he previously seemed prepared to 
swallow reluctantly.
